The Greut Earthquake.

Tho news from the Charleston earthquako
which we print this morning shows that the
prognostication of n grontdizaster contalned
In Tre Son's despatehos of Tuesday night
was only ton woll foundad, No squally cn-
inmitous erthquika has ever occurred In the
Ualtod Statis, ad 1L would bo difMlenlt to find
upon reeord n ore wldesprond disturbanco of
the enrtl's crust In any part of the world.
Colneldently with the shoeks which elther
wracked or rendersd  uninbabitable two-
thirds of tho houses of Charleston, the
ground trambled amd citles and villagos
wers shakon over heif the Unlon, It secins
providential that not more, and porhiaps less,
thao a bundred persons lost their Hves under
the falling walls of Charcloston,

In the unusual duirntion of the shoeks, and
their rapid roourrence—ton or adozen dis-
tinet trowcra having beon felt within twen-
ty-four Lours—thls convulslon recalls tho
torcible experienea of the provines of Gra-
nada In Bpain a yenr ago iast winter, To reatd
of una of our own clties overthrown and de-
portnd, and its surviving inhnbitants on-
eampail around it, afrall to return to thelr
ghattered nnd crumbling dwalllngs, I8 briug-
Ing tho danger trom  earthgquakes much
eloser bome than most of us b, perlaps,
dreamed of. :

That the centre of the disturbance was
loeated at or near Chneleston 48 fodieated not
only by the groater forco and destructive-
ness of the ghoeks there, but also by the fact
that tho glighter tremors of yesterduy woro
only feit in that region, That the ontburst
of the Yellowstone goysor and the volesule
phenomena reported from: Tudinos wero In
some way conneeted with the great enrth-
quake on  the South  Atlantie const s
not, porhape, impossible, althougeh 1t would
bo diMeult to account for thelr connaction
upon the geoerally acceptad theory of tho
ecause of enrthguakes. Many of the droad-
ful accompuniments of tho historie carth-
quakes of Lisbon nid Caracas appear
to havo attended tho Charleston  con-
vulsion, such as tho opening of fissures in
ground out of which gand sud other materlal
was spouted, and the prosence of a strong
sulptiurous smoll In the atmosphore, The
story told in our despatehas of the seenes of
torror and death amid the falllug and burn-
Ing buildings of tho beautiful Curolinian
clty la a strange and appalling one.

The powerful upward thrust of the shock
wns particularly noted ln Washington, and
this ot sevmns to iudicils that the sourco
of tha disturtinnes was doep in the earth.
The bursting of several mill dows more than
a bundred miles from Charleston shows also
the terrifle power and wide extout of the
prizeipal shocks,

A word ns to the probable cause. We
must remewmbor thot wa are dwelllug upon
the surfaco of a little extinguished suu,
which agoes upon nges ago bocamo covered
with o roeky crust through the gradual loss
of tomperature, but which still rotains in
fta interlor & remnant of the pristine
boat that is slowly leaklug out.  Every
schoolboy understands thnt when a heated
buody cools It sbrinks in elee. The
earth dues tho same, and as the [nterlor
mass thus slowly contracts the hardened
orust settles upon t. But the erust caunot
thus sottlo without breaking. Far pack In
geologleal tlme, wbon the cooling process
was much more rapld than It s now, the
spoltling of thecrust Lroke aml contorted Ib
with tremendous power, and tho edges and
sides of tho cracked strata of rock were
thrust up into mountain chains. Now,
when the coollug is very slow nnd the con-
sequent contraction comparatively slight,

. mofintains are no longer created by the

o upon thoe settiing erust, but slow, ul-
most lmperceptible, changes of lovel o dif-
fercut parts of the earth's surface result
from It 8o slowly, In faet, does the lnterlor
of tho earth econtract at prosent Lhat
tho settling of the crust s aceomplishod for
tho most part without the knowledge of its
Inhabltants, You it does eontrnet, and the
careful observations of carth tremors which
have boen condueted of late years show that
it a completo record of thy motlons of the
enrth's crust could be obtalned, it would be
shown to be slight!y trembling in some part
of Its extont ost of the time,

Thers are certaln reglous whero theenrth's
orust yields to this internnl stradn more
readily than clsewhoern, These roglons are
usunlly in the nelghlborhos] of anclent
cracks or faults fu the rocky shell of the
planet, The Atlantie sdzo of our eontineut
hns never, in bistorke times ot leust, boen tho
soenn  of great and  disastrous  encth-
quakes, and  yet s pealoglenl  strue-
twe I8 such that disturbinees of this
kind could hardly fuil to wvisit it, ‘T'he
fact Is that apnny earthguakes do oceur 1o
this sountry, but they wro wsunlly so slight
that Httlo or no notles 8 tnlon of thomw,  In
tho Charieaton earthguaka 1t moy be that
Lthe portlon of the rocky clust coneorned n
the disturbapes, haviog beesonts) nn ug-
usunl resintnnes to W srado of iterml cons
trnettun, fnnlly yiealed with o proportion-
ately vivient result. I that cnso we may
expect thiat aftor the prvsent vonvulsion hns
complutely subsidod atomg Line will Clapse
bolore sipthor sovera eptthqunke occurs in
the samo roygion. nid such is gewerally the
history of disastrous cartliguanies,

The Bovernment avants Tell AN Ther Kaow
About the Barthgnale.

Wassixaron, S8opt. L.—Tho earthquako hna
beon i boon to the Iarge and variegntod nasort-
mant of aavanta, both actunl and alleged, who
nre working undor the Gowrnment In some
eapanity In this city. The Governmont fs nothie
Ing If not selontifle. It has & naval obsorva-
tory. and a hyidrogrnplife barenw, and o const
survay, and a geodetic survey. and a goologl-
eal survey,-and n nnotienl almanne buread,
and the Bmithsonian Institution, and the sig-
onl sorvies, These bureaus ars fali of salons
tifle nuthiorition of all sorts, and to-day all thn
uelentiflo authorities aro fullof tne earthquake,
Tho most atriking thing about thelr various
explnnutions  of tho phenomenon Is that
no two of them aro asilke. I'rol. T'ow-
ell Inys it to a thinnass or n wenkness
of the onrth's erust horeabout: 'vof, Capen
saye It was onused by o conjunction of curtalo
heavenly bodios: 'l Newcomb =aysthat tho
wtare had nothing to do with it: I'eof.
